A POINT IN KKGISTKATION. 



New York, March 4, 1898.

Dear Sir: 

Replying to yours of February 28 : 

We beg to inform you that there is no ques- 
tion whatever about the eligibility of registra- 
tton in the Stud Book, of the produce of thor- 
oughbred mares and stallions, which have raced 
on outlawed tracks. The same will be accepted 
whenever offered. Yours truly,

The query that called out the courte.sy of the 
above answer was sent by Mr. F. J. Carrillon, 
2623 Prairie Ave., St. Louis, Mo., over the mare 
Merge, 8, by Astral — Cora. 

The notice below from the Jockey Club can 
be well studied by owners and breeders: 

Rule 38— The office of the Jockey Club is desig- 
nated as the Registry Office. 

The Registry Office is established for the pur- 
pose of the identification of all race horses, 
whether foaled in the United States or in other 
countries, and the certification of their pedi- 
grees. 

Horses foaled in the United States must be 
registered with the Registry Office by November 
1, of the year in which they were foaled. 

I The registration shall comprise the name, if 
any; the color and marks, if any; whether a 
horse, mare or gelding, and the names of its sire 
and dam. If the dam was covered by more than 
one stallion, the names or descriptions in full 
must be stated. 

The registration fee shall be $2 for each an- 
imal, which will include certificate. 

Only horses are eligible for registry under this 
rule which have either five uncontaminated 
thoroughbred crosses, or which authentically 
trace through or to animals recorded in the first 
six volumes of the American Stud Book, or in a 
recognized Stud Book of another country. 

If it be proved to the satisfaction of the stew- 
ards of the Jockey Club that the failure of regis- 
tration be unintentional or accidental, such 
registration may be permitted by the pay- 
ment of a fine of $10 for the registration, pro- 
vided such application be made on or before 
December 31 of each year. 

Amendment adopted August 13, 1896.— And if 
after said date upon the payment of a fine of $.>0 
for each registration. 

Rule 39.— A name must be claimed through 
the Registry office of the Jockey Club for each 
and every horse on or before the first day of 
March of its two-year-old year. 

Amendment adopted July 9, 1896,— In case a 
horse is not named prior to March 1 of its two- 
year-old year, it may be duly named upon pay- 
ment of a fine of $50.00, if name is claimed and 
allowed at least two days before day of starting. 

No name that has been employed during the 
previous five years either in the stud or on the 
turf, shall be duplicated, nor can a name be 
claimed for any horse not registered as a foal. 

N. B.— No horse will be allowed to start unless 
duly registered and named. 

Rules 38 and 39 shall apply only to horses 
foaled in 1893 and thereafter. 

Rule 40— An owner desiring to change the 
name of a horse must obtain special permission 
from the stewards of the Jockey Club, and shall 
^t*ay the sum of $100 on each change of name to 
^the fine fund. 

Rule 41.— A horse foaled out of the United 
States shall not be qualified to start for any 
race until the owner has filed in the Registry 
Office a certificate stating age, color, sex, dis- 
tinguishing marks, if any, and pedigree as rec- 
orded in the official stud-book of its native 
country, signed by the Secretary or other public 
officer of a recognized racing club, or by some 
approved magistrate or public officer of the 
country in which the horse was foaled, or has 
otherwise satisfied the stewards of the Jockey 



Club as to his identity and age. 

This registration must be made at the Reg- 
istry Office within sixty days after landing in 
this country. 

The registration fee shall be $5 for each ani- 
mal, which will include certificate. 

Breeders will greatly facilitate the work of 
registration by sending in their reports as early 
as possible. 

The registration fee of $2 will be refunded if 
foal should die before November 1.

Memphis, Tenn., March 5, 1898.— ‘’The reports 
sent out from New Orleans to the effect that 
J. W. Schorr & Son offered to buy Nabob are 
all bosh.” says John F. Schorr, the younger 
member of the firm.

The 
talk all comes from nothing. 1 suppose $1,500 
or $2,000 would be a liberal price for Nabob, but 
we don’t w'ant him at any price and only hope 
he is a starter and their money is bet the way 
they are reported to talk.”

MK. YOSTUTRGH HONORED. 



The stewards of the English Jockey Club have 
recently taken action which indicates that they 
fully appreciate the magnitude of the present 
invasion of the English turf by American own 
ers. They have authorized W. S. Vosburgh, the 
forfeit clerk and official handicapper here, to 
act as their agent in this country to receive and 
transmit to them all nominations to English 
events. 

The arrangement was made through the 
Messrs. Weatherby, official publishers of the 
Racing Calendar, and applies to all the race 
tracks over which the stewards of the English 
Jockey Club have control. The appointment is 
remarkable in one way. The English Turf is 
exceedingly conservative and the rules govern- 
ing it are iron bound and unyielding. The rules 
specify that all entries must be made to the 
Messrs. Weatherby in London and never before 
have the stewards had an authorized represen- 
tative anywhere to receive entries. 

Speaking of the appointment yesterday, Mr* 
Vosburgh said : “From my correspondence with 
the Messrs. Weatherby, it is to be inferred that 
they have previously had considerable trouble 
with American entries. The rules there are 
much more strict than ours. For example, they 
are exceedingly careful that all the partners in 
a racing stable shall be registered over the sig- 
nature of each of the partners. They are ex- 
acting, too, with regard to correspondence 
relating to entries, as well as to other matters. 

“Our American way of conducting corres- 
pondence by means of the typewriter, and per- 
mitting letters to be signed by clerks, does not 
accord with their conservative ideas. They 
want all documents relating to entries to appear 
over genuine signatures, and, as a matter of 
fact, they are not inclined to pay much atten- 
tion to typewritten correspondence on any sub- 
ject. That is regarded as not exactly good 
form over there. 

“Besides, the conditions of the English stakes 
are not well understood by American owners, 
and their turf customs and manner of doing 
things are almost entirely unknown here. It 
was no doubt to obviate these difficulties and 
to secure correctness of pedigree and of part- 
nership registrations that the stewards decided 
it might be advantageous to have an authorized 
agent here, instead of permitting American 
entries to be sent direct to the Messrs. Weath- 
erby in London, as formerly.”— Morning Tele- 
graph.
